OTTAWA—"I think that the for- 
mation of a peace department would 
be a fitting commemoration of the 
devotion and: sacrifice of 60,000 Ca- 
nadians who gave their all in fight- 
ing a war to end war,” said Miss 
Agnes MacPhail, Progressive mem- 
ber for Southeast Gray, in introduc- 
ing a motion in Parliament calling 
for the establishment of such a gov- 
ernment department “for the promo- 
tion of peace and international 
understanding.” 

Miss MacPhail began by pointing 
out that during “the first 20 years of 
the twentieth century 14 countries 
spent the fantastic sum of $61,000,- 
000,000 in preparation for and carry- 
ing out war,” that England today

would not be necessary.”

That explains, I think, why we g0 
to the theater. We wish to see our- 
selves expressed on the screen in 
terms of*the characters in a story, 
and, by proxy, as it were, we enjoy 
acting the parts. We enjoy players 
in the proportion that they express 
us, and a popular player is one who 
best reflects our own emotions in his 
acting. Does not this explain the 
fact that different players have dif- 
ferent followings? Of course, these 
followings overlap, but the fact re- 
maine that the Lon Chaney group is 
not identical with the John Gilbert 
group, and that my following and 
Gloria Swanson’s are not mutually 
inclusive. Apart from human funda- 
mentals we have variations of per- 
sonal color, and the various screen 
stars appeal most strongly to kin- 
dred qualities in the spectators. 

This being so, I think you will 
agree that it will be more profitable 
to discuss fundamental aspects of 
screen acting, rather than pecullar- 
ities arising out of the personality of 
the player. If we consider acting as 
the revelation of impulses common 
to us all, we may keep on ground 
that will be of interest to everybody. 
That, after all, will probably be the 
most useful way of approach to this 
universal language of human emo- 
tions and aspirations.

HAZE OVERCOME 
BY NEON LIGHTS 


Beacons Visible for 50 Miles 
Will Be Great Aid to Air 
and Sea Navigation

NEW YORK—Safety in the air and 
at sea will be greatly increased 
through the use of newly-perfected 
neon lights, according to OD. 
Killeffer, secretary of the New York 
division of the American Chemical 
Society. 

“Beacons visible for 50 miles 
through a haze rendering ordinary 


lights of immense candlepower in- 


visible: within 10 or 12 miles, have 
been through the most severe tests 
and have proved of the highest 
value,” Mr, Killeffer reports in a 
technical paper just made public, 

“The comparatively low-power 
consumption of these efficient light 
producers makes possible their use 
to outline landing flelds for night 
flying in a completely unmistakable 
manner, and even hundreds of feet of 
luminous neon tubing can  0obe 
operated for this purpose where 
needed, 

“Already the transatlantic shipping 
companies and the leading airports 


‘\fn this country have taken this ap- 


plication of the ao tubes under 
very serious consideration, and pre- 
liminary installations indicate their 
general use as the need grows.” 

Mr, Killeffer in his paper traced 
the development of the “glow tubes 
employing the inactive neon gas” 
from the famillar Geissler tubes 
which have been in use in physical 
laboratories throughout the world for 
@ number of years, 

Their efficiency as an aid to aerial 
and nautical navigation, he said, is 
enhanced by the fact that they can 
be made to produce a brilliant red 
light without the use of filters, The 
visibility of red light under adverse 
physical conditions, he added, is 
greater than that of any other color.

Like a Cracking Whip 


Mr. Ashby believes that night 
parakeets are still in existence, but 
progressive settlement is destroying 
their shelter in the porcupine grass 
where they nest and obtain their 
food supplies. The birds follow the 
seeding: of the grass in parts re- 
mote from occupied areas. A similar 
explanation attaches to the rare ap- 
pearance of other native specimens. 

The western whip bird, whose call 
is like the cracking of a whip, is in 
this list. The bird’s habitat was in 
an, extensive belt of coastal bushes, 
half a mile wide, but constant burn- 
ing to improve the feed of the sheep 
has so reduced the height of the 
shelter as to make it unacceptable. 
It is possible that this extensive re- 
duction of the hazel scrub under the 
big forest may also account for the 
apparent disappearance of the noisy 
scrub bird, which is most sought 
after by ornithologists. 

Mr. Ashby advocates the retention 
of large areas of virgin bush, and the 
adoption of strict measures to pre- 
vent indiscriminate burning. He 
maintains it should be the duty of 
the Government to see that these 
sanctuaries are established, and he 
would place the control of fauna in 
the hands of a bureau of experts, 
versed in the varied conditions that

LAWS ON ZONING 
HAVE LITERALLY 
“SWEPT NATION” 


Six Hundred Cities Now 
Have Regulations and 
More Are to Follow 


PROVE SAFEGUARD 
TO HOME OWNERS 


Standard Zone Enabling Act 
Has Been Followed in Laws 
of 29 States

WASHINGTON—Zoning laws are . 
making the American city a better 
place to live in. This sums up the 
conclusions of Dr. John M. Gries, 
chief of the building and housing 
division, Department of Commerce. 
Dr. Gries has seen zoning literally 
“sweep the country.” 

From the rapidity with which it has 
spread he believes that home owners 
would have liked it years earlier. 
It was one of those things for which 
a demand existed long before the in- 
vention occurred. In 1921, in the 
early days of the short life of zoning, 
only 40 cities had ordinances. Today 
there are 600, and the number is 
growing. 

Fifty-seven per cent of all Amer- 
ican urban residents today live un- 
der zoning regulations. So quietly 
has this immense reform come that 
it has passed almost unremarked. 
And yet, according to Dr. Gries, 
there is hardly &ny greater source of 
security to American suburban dwel- 
lers, home owners, people who rent 
or buy property for established pur- 
poses than this development. ) 


Safeguards Home Owner 
Zoning is the system which safe- 
guards a home owner in a residential 
section from having a commercial 


garage built next door. In a nutshell 
@ survey shows that is what the 
system consists of. It restricts the 
kind of buildings whether residence, 
factory or. business to prescribed 
areas. It is an advantage to every- 
body to have systemization carried 
out. 

Dr. Gries cites a case with which 
he was familiar. There was a block 
of eight detached, fine residences. 
The man in one of the middle houses 
put up a sign “Cars Repaired,” built 
@ runway by his property and 
started business. A year later: half 
of the other houses were vacant and 
for sale. This was before zoning,

Standard Act Drafted 


Today, according to a report now 
published, 23 additional states have 
enacted zoning legislation over the 
past year. The zoning committee, or- 
ganized in 1521, consisting of a group 
of eminent men working with Dr. 
Gries’ department, has prepared a 
standard state zoning enabling act. 
This has been used in preparing laws 
in 29 states. Local zoning ordinances 
must be based on authority from the 
state government. In all, 45 states 
and the District of Columbia, have 
enacted such laws, and well over 
31,000,000 citizens live under the reg- 
ulations. 

No country is growing like the 
United States, according to Dr. Gries. 
The need is so pressing, the growth 
so rapid, and the importance so 
great that the reasons for expansion 
of zoning is obvious. This is one of 
the reforms which Herbert Hoover 
helped along. In 1921 he addressed 
the National Real Estate Boara in 
Chicago in favor of the matter and 
the establishment of his zoning com- 
mittee followed.

Government Agencies Unite 
to Promote Use of United 
States Harbors

WASHINGTON — Promotion of 
American grain shipping from Ameri- 
ean ports is to be undertaken by the 
Department of Agriculture and jead- 
ore in. Congress, 

A series of conferences have been 
held between William M. Jardine, Bec- 
retary of Agticulture, and senators 
from Atlantic coast states at which 
legislation embodying a new Amer!i- 
can policy for grain shipments was 
agreed upon, 

According to these senators and 
officials of the Department of Agri- 
culture, existing regulations govern- 
ing grain shipments from American 
ports are “drying up” such exports in 
favor of Canadian ports. 

The American shipper, when ex- 
porting through American ports, is 
“docked” for sand, dirt and other 
extraneous matter found in his grain. 
He is not compelled to bear such an 
assessment when his commodity is 
sent through a Canadian port. 

Mr. Jardine is not in favor of giv- 
ing up the American grading and in- 
specting service, but he is desirous 
of having American grain shipped 
from American ports. The Secretary 
of Agriculture holds that it is to the 
advantage of American wheat to have 
it enter the world market known as 
the cleanest and best. 

Last year 92,000,000 bushels of 
American wheat were exported 
through Montreal, as against 40,000.- 
000 of American wheat for all the 
American ports combined. If this 
American wheat had passed through 
American hed they would have 
profited by $1,000,000,

All this because the Reds had made 
an incorrect translation of a letter 
he received from one of his 
mechanics, in which the latter spoke 
of the abnormal! conditions reigning 
in the industrial district of the 
Donetz basin. This was taken as 
sufficient proof of the charge that 
Dr. Goldstein was committing sa- 
botage.

The driving power is provided by 
three Rolla-Royce Condor engines of 
650 horsepower each, 

On its firet trial only the pilot, 
Squadron Leader J, Noakes, and one 
mechanic were on board and the 
flight appeared to be entirely suc- 
cessful as the machine was maneuv- 
ered in circles at a height of 2000 
feet. The take-off appeared to be ac- 
complished without difficulty, the 
machine rising easily after a run of 
about a quarter of a mile and instead 
of against the wind actually rose 
with it, thus testifying to the pilot's ° 
confidence. On landing, the Inflexible 
ran for about 300 yards before pull- 
ing up. The design is after the plans 
of Dr. Rohrbach, the wings being 
almost pure cantilever and giving an 
impression of great strength. The 
metal used throughout is duralumin.

Dodge Macknight 


There is sure pleasure in the pic-

whether they are in a museum or an 
art gallery, because he retains a 


note of freshness, utterly frank, im- 
personal. He found a way, quite his 
Own, some years ago at a time when 
artists were awakening more fully to 
the potency of color; in total in- 
dependence he arrived at results that 
have not wearied with age. Critics 
have rehearsed often enough the 
“Macknightish” qualities and _ the 
artist has become as unmistakable 
as familiar themes of good com- 
posers. 

The present exposition of his 
water colors at the gallery of Doll 
& Richards on Newbury Street, in- 
cludes pictures that go back many 
years. During excursions the artist 
has brought the native charms of 
several lands under his spell, Spain. 
Mexico, Morocco, in Arizona and 
Utah canyons. In his travels - far 
and wide, he is undoubtedly im- 
pressed with the generous color 
schemes of scenery of romantic 
taste, but it is Dodge Macknight that 
is uppermost in all these interpreta- 
tions, Macknight with a keen-edged 
passion for brilliant and luminous 
color, For to him nature is one 
magnificent plan after another, pure, 
exhilarating, free. 

But the artist does not have to 
travel far from his own charming 
home in Hast Sandwich, for most of 
his best work was done there, where 
ocean and country combine in com- 
péelling beauty. Five minutes in his 
car and he is deposited easel, block 
and colors in a field blue with lupins, 
a minute or two more and expanses 
of dunes recede to transparency. A 
blanket of snow furnishes numer- 
ous patterns for winter fare, a snoW= 
enveloped old barn, a tree saggin 
under ita billowy weight, a vista © 
birches that read as violet in the 
cool winter light. 

But all would be to little avail if 
the artist did not have a technique

The etory is a most difficult prob- 
lem in motion picture making.

modern tendency is to employ too 
many talents on its construction 
in an effort to make it effective 
in every part. Someone will write 
an original story, that in turn will 
be transposed into a screen play 
by someone else, while still a third 
person will put it into continuity. It 
will be rewritten again in produc- 
tion by the director, altered by the 
film cutter in assembling the nega- 
tive, and finally denatured by the 
title writer who throws many a scene 
awry dramatically by his efforts at 
wit. The result is something with 
almost no character. because all the 
personal flavor of the original story 
has evaporated in the process of 
translation to the ecreen by the vari- 
ous intervening personalities. 

Too many cooks spoil the movie, 
and produce something as lacking in 
original flavor as what comés out of 
the stock pot on a French peasant’s 
hearth. 

A Gantlet of Difficulties 


Even when we guard our original 
zealously, the finished result is seldom 
more than 50 per cent representative 
of the first author’s work. Too Many 
talents must be employed along the 
way, too many devices must be found 
for making abstract ideas concrete in 
the picture, to make possible any ab- 
solutely faithful transference of an 
original etory to:the screen. That is 
why there is need of unity in the 
making of a picture play, a devotion 
to the central idea of the story. The 
star must not be allowed to exploit 
herself at the expense of the story, 
the director must not indulge his 
personal eccentricities at the cost of 
marring the pure appeal of the 
story’s idea, and the camera men are 
not to be allowed to go on a photo- 
graphic holiday and lose the story 
in their velvet shadows and mysteri- 
ous half tones. 

If we get into any of these allur- 
ing by-paths it is you, the public, 
that halloos for us and calls us back 
to the main road of entertaining you 
and providing you with emotional 
exercise, for that is what you require 
of us. It is very easy to do a great 
deal in pictures that doesn’t mean a 
thing to the spectators, and, in fact, 
gets in the way of the spectators’ en- 
joyment. It is our problem to serve 
you in ways that will mean much to 
you, and at the same time will pro- 
vide an-outlet for the things that 
Mean much to us. And this brings 
us to a discussion of how the public 
guides us in the making of motion 
pictures, a subject that in itself is 
another story.

LSEWHERE on this page today

LONDON=On the Film Society's 
program of March 4 was Ruttman’s 
“Berlin,” This film, whieh js more 
interesting than pleasant, was in- 
tended ta be the symphony of a great 
city, Berlin, One sees the city streets 
silent and weserted in the early 
morning, the first cat walk out, the 
firat van rumble through the streets, 
The factory gates open, the machines 
begin to turn, the crowds on the 


pavements thicken two men have a 
dispute, and so on through the myr- 
jad facets of the city’s life through 
a day and night. The special music 
by Edmund Meisel rises to a cre- 
scendo as the day wears on. While 
the film is an original and artistic 
production, the effect is exactly that 
of tramping through a city street all 
day—growing boredom, lassitude and 
finally disgust. What is the true use 
of the film medium? 

The answer is given very ap- 
positely by an earlier film in the pro- 
gram, Lotte Reiniger’s silhouette, 
“The Flying Coffer.” Dainty, whimsi- 
cal and decorative, her black puppets 
dance and nod out the fairy story of 
the Chinese princess whom the stars 
doomed if she married a mortal, of 
the aspiring fisherman who claimed 
in consequence to be King of the 
Butterflies, and of the butterflies’ re- 
venge.

as a Vocation 


A LONG, long road lies between 
“4 the library of yesterday and 
% that of today. Between the an- 
cient collections which were as- 
-gembled in a ¢carefully guarded 
storehouse for perusal by a few 
scholars, to the present institution 
which is a community property, a 
public university, as it were, little 
-. eomparison is possible. The modern 
‘library is the home of vast numbers 
of books, magazines, newspapers and 
a varied assortment of other printed 
materials to which the public has 
free and almost unrestricted access 
for pleasure, pastime, intellectual en- 
lightenment, real study. It is ac- 
cessible and hospitable to persons 
of all ages and callings. 
Active Purpose 
_The free public library is an 


American institution. In a town or 


community it may take the form of 

.a central unit, or it may consist, in 
\the large city, of a central unit and 
‘many small branches. Whatever its 
form, the purpose is the sAme and 
it has become a vital factor in mod- 
ern life. 

The three chief divisions of a 
large library unit are the reference, 
catalogue and circulation depart- 

ments; of these the catalogue and 
the reference divisions are the most 
scholarly; the latter supplies gen- 
eral and special material on particu- 
lar and given subjects, and is the re- 
search worker’s camping ground.

kinds. The work here is of a very 
general nature and is a large factor 
in prescribing proper, helpful, enter- 
taining and instructive reading to 
the individual. It furnishes advice 
and criticism, functions as an infor- 
mation service, and has greater per- 
sonal contact with the general public 
than any other department of the 
library. 

There are subdivisions that are of 
no less importance to its organiza- 
tion as a whole. These are known as 
the order department, which is in 
charge of a trained librarian who at 
the same time is a person of good 
business sense. Here it is that books 
are selected and purchased. Closely 
affiliated with the order department 
is that of supply and accounting— 

Order Department 
which is a strictly business division. 

Besides general reading and refer- 
ence rooms many of the large libra- 
ries have additional and special de- 
partments featuring art. music, sci- 
ence, technology, history, and books 
for the blind. The children’s room in 
any library is considered one of.its 
miost necessary and important de- 
partments, and its workers are espe- 
cially adapted and trained for their 
particular field. In addition to their 
work with children inside the li- 
brary. frequently these women work 
on the outside in co-operation with 
teacher and parent for the purpose of 
cultivating and stimulating better 
literary tastes. 

In proportion to the amount of 
special training required of the mod- 
ern librarian, the salaries in this vo- 
cation are among the poorest which 
are paid. Certain of the private li- 
braries are more remunerative and 
pay their librarians exceptionally 
well. In some of the industrial and 
financial libraries, too, the salary. 
scale is considerably above that of 
the public library. Between the pri- 
vate and public institutions come

Equipment 

The successful librarian must be a 
person of broad and liberal educa- 
tion, with a highly developed interest 


in people of all types and minds. 


that a love for books and a varied 
knowledge of them is a necessary 
part of her natural equipment, and 
that unless she has a great fund of 
tolerance, courtesy and adaptability 
she is likely to be tactless and there- 
fore a failure in a career depending 
much on these personal attainments. 
One of the required achievements is 
a highly retentive memory. As re- 


search is often a major part of her 
work, she should cultivate an amaz- 
ing faculty for “digging.” 

There are among library-trained 
people excellent cataloguers and 
likewjse very poor ones. The latter 
are probably lacking in natural apti- 
tude for the work rather than the 
victims of bad training, for to be a 
good cataloguer one must have first 
of all an analytical mind; this is es- 
sential. Then one should be a wizard 
at detail, for what could be more 
disastrous than to have a book cata- 
logued in several classes or under 
various numbers, its calling card 
neatly packed away among its fel- 
lows in one of those compact little 
drawers, with its signposts reading 
like a cobweb party? 


Standards Advancing 
Library training standards have 
risen enormously during the past 30 
years. Time was when persons who 
“loved books” were able to join the 
ranks of librarians with little or no 
knowledge of library svience; today 
no such haphazard methods are in 
vogue or acceptable. Library schools 
have been setting new standards year

The French and the Italians did 
most in the early days to develop in 
Europe the art of the dance.

a few feet higher or cross her feet 
in the air a few more times, but 
nothing vitally new was added to 
the dance. 

The New Point of View 


Then came forward two American 
women to put new meaning into the 
dance. 


The other, Ruth St. Denis, went to 
the Orient and there learned how 
the people of the East express their 
thoughts in dancing. In Japan every 
child is taught first to dance. 

So Ruth St. Denis, by pouring her 
new inspiration into the older Euro- 
pean technique, revolutionized the 
art of dancing. 

“I always try to impersonalize my 
work,” she says, “ and keep in mind 
the universality of_the ideal, never 
portraying personal emotions. 

“Americans must learn that beauty 
is a form of truth. The arts are the 
Cinderellas, but they will some day 
be invited to the ball. I feel that 
America's gift will be to give a new 
approach to other arts through the 
art of the dance.”

“Contact Officer” for the Prospective F reshman

N ANSWER to the oft-asked 
question, how to pilot . the 
freshman past the rocks of 
first year failures, is offered by Bart 
E. McCormick, secretary of the board 
of visitors of the University of Wis- 
consin. As a member of this accred- 
iting board, Mr. McCormick studied 
the cases of 500 Wisconsin students 
who withdrew or were dropped in 
their first year. His conclusion, based 
on the board’s-report of the investi- 
gation, throws favorable light on 
such recent plans as freshman week 
and orientation courses, devices in- 
tended to acquaint the entering stu- 
dent with all phases of college life, 
but it advises university authorities 
to go still further. Help the fresh- 
man before he leaves his home-town 
high school, is the message of the 
board, which advises the university 
to maintain a “contact officer” in the 
field, for Ahe benefit of the prospec- 
tive freshman. 

“The board of visitors has con- 
cerned itself for a number of years 
with the problem of college failures,” 
said Mr. McCormick, outlining the 
steps which led up to the recom- 


| mendations, “In 1995, the board pre- 


sented a report to the university 
recommending more careful advice 
to entering students and better in- 
structions for under-classmen, with 
emphasis placed upon training, adapt- 
ability, and interest in teaching in 

the selection of freshman teachers. 
“A subsequent report filed with 
the board of regents in May, 1927, 
was based upon a study of some 500 
students who withdrew or were 
dropped from the university. The 
stidy seemed to indicate lack of co- 
ordination between subject achieve- 
ment in high school and the selec- 
tion of a course at the university, 
and inadequate preparation and ina- 
bility of students. In the report, the 
board recognized the value of 
schemes employed in an attempt to 
orient and advise freshmen after 
they have reached college, but they 
the belief that a service

which in their opinion would sup- 
plement to advantage the efforts of 
orien n and 
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some critics of our high schools; and 
while college entrance courses are 
still maintained, not so much atten- 
tion has been giveh to directing the 
pupils of these courses as to direct- | 
ing those of the vocational type. The 
field for pre-registration advising 
and counseling of prospective col- 
lege students appears, therefore, to 
invite further effort. 
Pre-Counseling 

“The report suggested that pre- 
registration coungeling might be ac- 
complished through closer co-opera- 
tion with secondary school authori- 
ties, through informational literature, 
through familiarizing high school 
students with entrance requirements, 


through explanation of the various 
courses and the selective process in 
colleges and universities, through 
acquainting prospective students 
with problems of the freshman year, 
explaining college traditions, and 
interpreting the college attitude to 
students and their parents. 

“It is possible to carry out a part 
of this program by mail, but pre- 
registration advising and counseling 
in the opinion of the board, coul 
be made still more effective through 
a contact officer of the university 
who might spend a portion of his 
time in the fleld where he could 
function by visiting high schools, in- 
terpreting college entrance require- 
ments and college demands to 
prospective students, their parents, 
teachers, and principals, and pos- 
sibly advising students in the selec- 
tion of courses,

spend the first few weeks of the col- 
lege year on the campus where he 
could be of assistance to incoming 
students, who having made his ac-

At any 
rate his contact in the fleld should 
enable him to secure a mass of in- 
timate information which could be 
brought back to the university and 
used by advisers in administering to 
the needs of freshmen students. His 
visits might encourage those who 
were not adequately prepared for 
college entrance to secure further 
training before attempting college 
work, or they might effect a more 
intelligent attitude on the part of 
some whose plans were vaguely in- 
definite and whose ambition was just 
‘to go to college,’ turn them into 
other channels, and thus avoid ex- 
pense to parents and the college ind 
the undeserved criticism that col- 
leges must face in the eHmination 
of this type of student. 

“The selective process is exer- 
cised more or less by privately en- 
dowed colleges and universities. 
The publicly supported state univer- 
sities would find it difficult to exer- 
cise selection even should they be 
committed to thay policy. It is prob- 
able that college entrance based 
upon thorough aelf-analysis and 
self-determination will contribute 
more to success in college and the 
elimination of the college failure 
problem than my superifposed 
system that might be devised. Cer- 
tainly it is the more democratic and 
the safer plan, at least for the state 
institution, for who shall say which 
of ita citizens are worthy and which 
are unworthy prospects for state- 
nupported higher education?"
